London, Dec. 29.

That affords an opportunity for 
trading and jockeying, making deals, 
forcing concessions and finally nomi­ 
nating a man who will lie Just what 
they want when he becomes president 
it is possible that the next Republi­ 
can convention will have a long list of 
“favorite sons."

in sight New Y’ork for Whitman, Mas­ 
sachusetts for McCall, Pennsylvania 
for Knox or Brumbaugh, Iowa for 
Cummins, Wisconsin for La Follette, 
Michigan for William Alden Smith. 
Ohio for Willis or Herrick. Indiana for 
Fairbanks, Missouri for Hadley and 
the possibility of the Pacific sloi>e pre­ 
senting Borah of Idaho.

Republican Encouragement.

It is claimed that they 
are dissatisfied with some of the ai>- 
tmlntments made in their states aud 
have organized a fight. Tills is possi­ 
bly true, but there are other questions

than 
patronage 
which 
have 
caused dissatisfaction among Demo­ 
cratic senators. 
When the news was 
conveyed to a number of southern 
Democratic senators that tho president 
would be likely to veto the immigration 
bill one of the lenders remarked: “Then 
w e will pass it over his veto.” 
It is also true that several Demo­ 
cratic senators are lending aid to the 
opposition which is organized against 
the president’s shipping bill. 


Congress Is Queer. 
Good business is the last thing to ex 
pert In congress. 
For the last six or 
eight years there has been a light over 
the mileage question, aud it always 
turns out the same. 
It has been as 
sorted time and time again that a large 
proportion of the members of the house 
vote to reduce their mileage with the 
expectation that the senate will refuse 
lo acquiesce in that reduction. 
The 
senate has always done so, aud the 
mileage has remained at 29 cents per 
mile. 
And every year they come for 
ward with the same proposition, with 
the same speeches, the same argu­ 
ments In every detail, and with the 
same probable result. Nothing has been 
gained but a lot of time wasted. 


Loading a Bill. 
The postoffice committee of the house 
of representatives seems to take great 
pleasure In loading its annual appro 
prlation bill to the guards with new 
legislation. Lust year the entire postal 
service was to be revolutionized by a 
series of amendments Unit involved 
many important questions, and this 
year the committee has done the same 
thing, aud the hill contains legislation 
which may force an extra session of 
congress.

LOST CAR FROM CENTER 
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Peculiar Accident that Happened to a 
Freig ht Ti ain on the Northern 
Pacific Road 


The Litte Falls Transcript tells of 
a peculiar accident! and one that has 
occurred probably but a few times 
in the history of railroading., hap- 
. nul when a Northern Pacific freight 
train los a cai- from the center of its 
string last night, 
A railroad official 
who was in the city at the time the 
loss was discovered said that he had 
heard of such a mishap only once be­ 
in his career on an eastern road. 
Several miles west of 'Little Falls 
tile freight, a heavy local, broke iii 
two. 
When the accident was dieo v ­ 
ert d the trainmen went back and cou­ 
pled the oars again, tile couplings be­ 
ing in perfect order. 
After a brea'ii 
in-two the train is always checked up 
and when this was done it was found 
improvement, jjihit a car of wheat 
was minting. 
The train crew was at a loss to ae- 
c aint for the shortage a t the time, 
but later th* missing car was found 
in the ditch at the point where the 
bleak had occurred. 


This is the way railroad men ex­ 
plain the affair. 
One of the ditched 
car's wheel* was broken and this, 
tiiej say, had caused it to jump the 
track, breaking the train. 
The mo­ 
mentum of tin section of the train a t ­ 
tached to the caboose shoved the dis­ 
abled car along for 2b rat 1-lengths 
straddling the track. 
It then jum p­ 
ed completely ileal- of the rails and 
went into the ditch,, where it was lat­ 
er founds the loo.-e rear end of tho 
train running past the point, s*o that 
the ditched car was not seen when 
the coupling was made. 
Tho most astonishing thing about 
the accident is that the couplings 
were intact mid the draw 
still in 
place when the trainmen recouplod 
the break. 
Another peculiar feature 
is that the car, in running over the 
rails sidewise, did not injure them 
except for a few dents an d later trains 
passed safely over the place running 
oil slow orders. 
Ed Locke I w*as conductor on the 
freight and Barton was the engineer.

DISPATCH WANT ADS PAY 


Freight Ti ain on the Northern 
Pacific Road 


The I.Ute Falls Transcript tells of 
a peculiar accident, and one that has 
occurred probably but a few times 
in the history of railroading,, hap- 
ai ii when a Northern Pacific freight 
train los a car from the center of ifs 
-iring last night. 
A railroad official 
who was in the city at the time the 
bus was discovered said that ive had 
heard of such a mishap only once be­ 
in his career on an eastern road. 
Several miles west of Little Falls 
the freight, a heavy iocal, broke iii 
tw o. 
When the accident was db ov­ 
ert d the trainmen went back and cou­ 
pled the curs again, the couplings be­ 
ing in perfect order. 
After a brea't 
in-two the train is always cheeked up 
and when this was done it was found 
that a car of wheat was missing. 
The train crew was at a loss to ac­ 
count tor the shortage ak the time, 
but later the missing car was found 
in tile ditch at the point where the 
break had occurred. 


This is the way railroad men ex­ 
plain the affair. 
One of the ditched 
car’s wheels was broken and this, 
tney say, had caused it to jump the 
track, breaking the train. 
The mo­ 
mentum of the section of the train a t ­ 
tached to the caboose shoved the dis­ 
abled car along for 20 rail-lengthi 
straddling the tradk. 
It then ju m p ­ 
ed completely clear of the rails and 
went into the ditch,, where it was lat­ 
er found^ the loose rear end of the 
train running past the point, so that 
the ditched car was not seen when 
the coupling was made. 
The most astonishing thiug about 
th e accident is that the couplings 
were intact and the draw still in 
place when the trainmen recoupled 
the break. 
Another peculiar feature 
is that the car, in running over the 
rails sidewise, did not injure them 
except for a few dents and later trains 
passed safely over the place running 
on slow orders. 
Ed Locket was conductor on the 
freight and 'Barton was the engineer.

up a national army and adequate re­ 
serve by means of compulsory serv­ 
ice was the suggestion 
of 
Cap’. 
Charles C. Pulls of the United States 
field artillery 
at this 
afternoon’s 
meeting of the Minnesota National 
guard association. 
All young men between the ages 
of US and 21 years, yho meet the a r ­ 
my requirements, would serve three 
years, taking the place of the n a ­ 
tional guaid. 
But this service would 
in no way take them from home, 
school or work, according to the cap­ 
ta in ’s suggestion. 
Each county in 
each state would be a military seat 
and every Saturday* afternoon 
the 
young men would 
be drilled 
and 
trained. 
Every summer they 
would camp 
two weeks. 
At the end of the three 
yea,is they would serve five years in 
the1 first reserve and at the end of 
that. period serve as a second reserve 
until 38 years old.

It is true that Great Britain is enforc­ 
ing neutrality upon the shipping of the 
United States by reason of lier com­ 
mand of the seas. 
Great Britain has 
made i t manifest that licit her the United 
Stales nor any other country shall ship 
goods even to a neutral country which 
contains, contraband of war and which 
could reach Germany or Austria. 
At 
Hie same time it is known that millions 
<»f dollars of goods are being sent to 
the nations known as Hie allies. 
It is assorted that a big powder con 
cern of the United States lias cleared 
SM),OOO,OOO in the manufacture and sal* 
of smokeless powder to the allies. This 
concern sells smokeless powder to the 
United States at 50 cents per pound, 
while from the allies !t is getting 
$t per pound. 
Just how ibis powder 
get;- out of the country is »ne of the 
...yrii'ries. Whether it goes into Cana­ 
da and thence by British vessels or 
whether it is sent out through the ports 
of the United Spites is a problem. 


Questions of Contraband. 
It may be that when tile war is 
Over Germany will raise some ques­ 
tion about such contraband as powder 
aud other war materials. 
It wquld 
seem that smokeless powder should be 
' regardetl as much of a contraband as 
■ submarines and airships. 
The United 
States promptly stopped tin' manufae- 
| tare and shipment of submarines and 
! other actual war materials, but it is 
; known that many articles of real con- 
! trab.:ud have been going out of Hie 
ports of the United States. 
If Ger­ 
many commanded the seas as Great 
Britain docs tile vessels would be sub­ 
ject to search and tho articles confis­ 
cated, just as they have boe® by Great 
Britain when destined to foreign ports. 
A Protest to the Government. 
Producers of many artic le-; that have 
been held up through tho action of 
British authorities have made many 
protests to tile state department in 
Washington. 
Already it is apparent 
that the producers and manufacturers 
who have been denied shipment across 
the wafer are determined to force ac­ 
rid), eve n to the extent of involving 
the United States in a serious contro­ 
versy with Great Britain. 
Curiously 
enough thoro has been evidence of a 
determination on the part of certain 
intere ts to involve tho United States 
in the troubles in Europe. 
Several 
sen ch i have been published which can 
have no other end in view than to ex- 
cite our people against G reat Britany 
a lid cause ill feeling at a time when 
strict neutrality is the best course to 
be pursued by the United States. 


Railway Mail Pay. 
The question riot has been agitating 
congress for many years is the adjust­ 
ment of railway mall pay. 
Although 
it has received ii great deal of atten­ 
tion and many hearings have been held, 
tin* prospects ere that nothing will bo 
done. 
In this connection an interest­ 
ing point was ihade not long ago. The 
senate committee has been taking vol­ 
umes of testimony on the subject of 
railway mail pay, and it has been un* 
der Investigation for years, and ye,t 
one of the prominent members of that 
committee remarked to a man inter­ 
ested iii the subject:

commission,

Congress can m w »• understand it.” 
Ami that is just the point. Congress 
will never be ahi** to understand all of 
the complications of railway until pay 
rates any more than it understands rail­ 
way freight rates. Congress delegated 
the fixing of freight rates to the com­ 
mission and will probably haw to do 
the same thing in connection with rail­ 
way mail pay rates.
